Some days since, without any 
marked cause, he died from shame — the victim uf 
his son. There may have been no rupture of the 
cardiac organ, but the world recognises it as a 
broken heart. If tbs son is unmoved by the 
thoughts ef the orphans and widows, it is alleged 
he has wronged, will he bn touched hff the parrici- 
dal results of his wilful wrong doing?

A Balloon in a Thcndkb.4torm— Wonderful 
E lse APR from Dbath. — M ons. Godard, Col. Latham, 
and Messrs, ilooi, Crippen, and Belman, ascended 
in a balloon at Cincinnati on Monday, October 1st. 
It appears they encountered a violent thunderstorm 
in the clouds, which drove the bklloon on, it is 
stated, at the rate of seventy miles an butir, and 
that they attained an altitude of 17,450. Mr. 
Belman thus described their descent after dork and 
during the storm : 

Suddenly we felt our cor rushing over the tops 
of trees, crash ing and tearing the limbs os the bal- 
loon was driven along. Mons. G. gave ns the valve 
rope, and mounting tiie side of the oar, he ordered 
us to hold fast. In another moment we landed in 
a corn field, and by the force of the wind we were 
dragged and bamped along the ground n distance 
of half a mils; now timmgh a fence j then striking 
a stump or a tree, or whirling through the corn 
stalks at a fearful velocity ; our heads rapped each 
other, and not unfrequentiy we saw store all around. 
Up and down we went, when the cor struck a tree, 
and Mons. Godard was hurled to the ground, a 
distance of thirty feet ; the next moment we were 
crashing against a tall stump of a tree, when Col. 
Latham and Mr. Uoal were thrown with great vio- 
lence from the basket, the former on the book of 
his neck and shoulders, and the latter on his breast. 
Mr. Crippen and myself were left alone in the car. 
Mr. Crippen obeying instructions to keep in the 
bottom of the car, and I holding with all my might 
to the valve-rope, up we mounted. Fortunately, 
we dashed into the limbs of a tall dead tree, and 
in an instant tree, balloon, car, and aeronauts, were 
flat on the ground. Mons. G. had his lip badly 
cut, and the flesh laoerated on one of his limb* ;
